Wo merely 
refer to this very harmless ebullition 
which occurred at Vm.couror tho other 
day on account of tho train of thought 
to which it naturally gives rise, Aro 
there to continue two Anglo-Saxon na- 
tions alongside id cuuli other on this 
continent ? Is an artificial, a mor fl im- 
aginary boundury-liue to permanently

ADDRESS. 

I: The Chief Justice al great length address 
ed the Uruud Jury, expUiuiun lo them ially 
the funotious of Urnud uud potit juries. 
The former should in t lie i r pitgentrauutu 
rather incline lo the side of severity, while 
the latter should incline toward the aide of 
mercy. A Graud Jury in former limes was 
in ihe poi-itiou of u public prusicutor , but in 
modem tuueo tliis luootion was superceded 
in u great uteusute by the in=lituti ia ol tho 
Police uad tlie Magistrate, In reviewing the 
Calendur, Uia Honor said be would eend ni 
depusitions boloro the <Jrund Jury but thul 
they should send lor suuh witntBeea os they 
pleased. Tbo t'oliuo would be competent 
witnesses, but the Courts teoerully look 
Upon tho evideuce ol constables with ox- 
treuie jealousy. The confession of a prisoner 
should bo voluntary nod without interroga- 
tion Irom the police. A consiuble should Oe 
oil eyes, all ears, and no tongue. After a 
few briel reoaailia on lhe various clnmes ol 
abu?es [such us public nuisancts] which 
might properly coma under the uuiioe ol 
Grand Ju'ies, but not ordinarily sent beforo 
thera by ibe court- 1 , tho jury retired to con- 
sider upon the cu'endur. 

NOLLE PROSEQUI. 

Attorney General said be would call the 
attention of the Court to three casts that 
must now be disposed of, viz : — The Queen 
t'i Lusb, Queen vi Mirit/er, and the Queen vs 
Fowler, in all of which cases tie innal emer 
a nolle prosequi,

ROGUE AND VA8AB0ND. 

Tho Attoiney General presented to tho 
Coort the caBe ol Wm McGilvray who had 
been sent up as a logua and vagabond, 
against whom there had been tight casei of 
conviction al the Police Couri. Ilia Lord- 
ship said the case did not come within the 
jurisdiction ol thia court and could not be en- 
tertaioed. 

Queen vs Wm Connelly.— The Grand Jury 
returned a true bill against the prisoner for 
burglary. 

Mr N C Bailey, for the prosoontion, testi- 
fied that on the morning of lhe 25tli Decern 
ber ^\ist between 4 and 5 o'clock", hoariug a 
noise, he got out of bed and discovered the 
* prisoner In hia bcuse. Prisoner bad a piece 
of poik ia bis bands of 26 pounds weight 
which he dropped immediately on being 
discovered. Upon witntBJ telling him tu 
Stand or be would shoot him, prisoner com- 
menced lo apologise and said he was trying 
to And bia bed. lie appeared to be drunk, 
1 which witness thought was a sham, There 
was a broken window in the house, covered 
temporarily wilh a board, through which the 
pri.ooer entered. Witness also icsiilieJ thul 
there were gee.-e and lurkeys in the room 
Which had been moved from their placis. 
Also that be aaw maiks of the pork on pii- 
Doner's vest. 

To' Mr Wood.— The prisoner stopped al ray 
bouse' on the night ol the 24ib. He did uot 
pay lor bis bed and I would nut keep bin). 
He appeared lo be drunk and wanted to get 
oui of iho bouse. 

Mr Wood, lor tho defense, in addressing 
the jury pointed oat tho discrepancy ia 
Bailey's evidence and produced ibe deposi- 
tion made oy him belore tbe Magiatrate at 
the enquiry, where he did not stale that he 
saw the pork in Ihe prisoner's hands, He 
also pieaded drunkenness us an excuse for 
the conduct which he contended was not 
criminal. . 

The Chief Justice in cf. arcing the jury 
Baid tho deforce seemed inaiuly lo be torn 
the prisoner was drunk, and '.hat there were 
di-crepmcies in Bailey's evidence. The 
lormer was no excuse and the latter was not 
BeeminiJy ol such a character aa would de- 
stroy ihe force of tbe main testimony, unless 
thejury thought tho whole accusation false. 
And except thejury thought the discrepant 
^ciea were eo great aa to lead them lo dis- 
°belmve (he whole otory, they would hnd-R 
•verdict of guilty, . 

Thejury reined for about fifteen ruinates, 
and returned a verdict ol uuilty. 

The prisoner, when asked what he had to 
eay, replied that he was not guiliy and that 
it #uh only a drunken spree. 

The Chii'f Justice said that there was no 
provision made in tbo law (or a drunken 
eprve, and alter remarking on lhe ugravated 
cbinuctor of bis guilt, senlenood bim to four 
veins penal servitude.

How to Die Up a Ihkk. — Wuen it is de- 
sired lo remove a large tree with tbo etump, 
first determine iu what direction it will lull 
most readily, then dig and cut uway the 
toots on itiat side, Thai done, place a 
lar^e log us close aa pc ssiblo lo the bull, on 
ihe same side, then dig and cut away ihe 
balance of Ibe roots until lhe treu falls aoross 
the log placod for that purpose. When lall- 
ou in that manner, the wtijjht of tho lop ol 
the tree, ibe log acting as u fulcrum, will 
tear up or break oU tbe small roots thul 
would otherwise still bind and hold it to lhe 
grouud. The stump is, moreover, partially 
or entirely raised from the hole, and you 
have it in a pusition affording the greatest 
possible facilities for removing it out of lhe 
way or culling it up.
